a continuous liner sheet releasably secured to and covering the back side; 

the facestock sheet construction including a cardstock sh^t, an adhesive layer on a 
backside of the cardstock sheet, and a film layer on the adhe^ve layer; 

facestock continuous through-cut lines through ttie facestock sheet construction to the 
back side but not through-cut through the liner sheet;/ . 

the through-cut lines defining at least in part perimeter edges of printable business cards; 

portions of the back side of the facestodc sheet construction forming back side surfaces of 
the printable business cards; / 

areas of the liner sheet covering^back sides of all of the through-cut lines and thereby 
holding the printable business cards^ogether when the sheet of printable business cards is fed 
through a printer or copier for a printing operation on the printable business cards; and 

the liner sheet and the through-cut lines allowing the business cards to be removed from 
the liner sheet and separated after the printing operation into individual printed business cards,

on one side with the film layer.

lines, (c) the frame cut lines include first and second side cut lines spaced in from the left and

right side edges respectively, and disposed parallel thereto, and first and second end cut lines 
spaced in from and parallel to the first and second end edges, both of the end cut lines engaging 
both of the side cut lines, the frame cut lines defining a central area on the facestock sheet 
construction, (d) the^rid cut lines defining a grid disposed in the central area, and (e) the grid cut 
lines and the frame/cut lines separating the central area into the printable media. 

438. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein the liner sheet comprises a 
densified bleached kraft sheet. 
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439. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein at least some^the through-cut 
lines define a waste border portion of the facestock sheet construction ^und the printable 
business cards. 

440. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 whereirytke through-cut lines include 
vertical and horizontal cut lines. 

441. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 440 >Wherein a top one of the horizontal cut 
lines extends a full width of the facestock sheet construction. 

442. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 441 wherein ends of the rest of the horizontal 
cut lines are spaced inwardly from the left ^d right side edges of the facestock sheet 
construction. 



443. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 442 wherein the rest of the horizontal cut lines 
extend a distance out beyond the outermost of the vertical cut lines. 



444. (Newly Added) Jhe sheet of claim 429 wherein the liner sheet comprises a base 
paper sheet. 

445. (Newly Adj^ed) The sheet of claim 429 wherein the liner sheet has a thickness of 
approximately 3.0 mil.; 

446. (Newlw Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein the liner sheet has a thickness of 
approximately 2.0 mil. 

447. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein the solid continuous liner sheet 
covers the entire back side of the cardstock sheet. 

(Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein the through-cut lines ^fine all of 
the perimeter edges of all of the printable business cards. 

449. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 448 wherein the printable jsfusiness cards are 
arranged in a two column matrix on the facestock sheet construction. 

450. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 449 wherein the ririntable business cards in 
each column of the two column matrix abut adjacent printable^usiness cards in the same column 
separated only by respective ones of the through-cut lines. 

45 1 . (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wiierein the printable business cards 
comprise a matrix block of printable business cards/Surrounded by a waste cardstock sheet 
perimeter. 

452. (Newly Added) The sheet of cj^im 429 wherein the cardstock sheet is a top-coated 
cardstock sheet. 

453. (Newly Added) The shee/ of claim 429 wherein the adhesive layer is a hot melt 
adhesive layer, the film is a low densely polyethylene film, and the liner sheet is a densified 
bleached kraft liner sheet. 



454. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 453 wherein the hot melt adhesive layer is 
approximately .6 mil thick, the^low density polyethylene film is approximately .8 mil thick, the 
densified bleached krafl liney sheet is approximately 9.0 mil thick and the cardstock sheet is 
approximately 3.0 mil thick: 

(Newly Added) The sheet of claim 453 wherein the hot melt adhesive layer is 
approximately .6 mil thick. /

467. (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 465 wherein the flexibility line is proximate 
an end of the liner sheet.

476. (Ne^y Added) The sheet of claim 474 wherein the facestock sheet construction 
includes a top coating on the cardstock sheet and the top coating forms the top surface of the 
sheet of printabl/business cards. 

477. / (Newly Added) The sheet of claim 429 wherein bottom surfaces of the printed 
business cards are adhesive-free. 



REMARKS 



In the above-mentioned Office Action, some of the claims were rejected under Section 
1 12, second paragraph, some of the claims were rejected as anticipated by Popat et al. 
(5,407,718), some of the claims were rejected as anticipated by Casagrande (5,782,497), some of 
the claims were rejected as unpatentable over Casagrande in view of Klein (5,198,275), some 
were rejected as unpatentable over Casagrande in view of Hickenbotham (4,704,317), some were 
rejected over Popat in view of Cross (4,863,772), some were rejected over Popat in view of 
Cross and further in view of Hickenbotham, and some were rejected over Popat in view of Cross 
and further in view of Carlson. 
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
